But the 
latter ſprings from a belief of { the truth, from 
a full perſwaſion of the love of God, and of 
his being reconciled in Chriſt Jeſus. The for- 
mer, is a doing evil, that good may come: 
for where the fear of puniſhment is judged 
noceſſary to obedience, unbelief is eſtabliſhed, 
and authority given to crucify the Son of God, 
afreſh, and to put him to open ſhame, to 
trample his Blood underfot, and count it an 
unholy thing; for all this is tacitly taught, in 
the feat of puniſhment as neceſſary unto obe-

As to Mankind, the Apoſtles thought 


them ſufficiently qualified, (as being all con- 


dluded under Sin) for the Grace which they 


Preached. They were taught to drop all 


diſtinctions, and no longer to conſider men 


as bean, and unclean, as Choſen, and rejected: 
For ſaith Peter, the Lord hath ſhewed me, 
that I ſhould not call any Man common or un- 
clean. This was not becauſe mankind were 
reformed, and better now, then when God 
taught the Jeus to reſpect the Gentiles as 


common and unclean; which he did under 


the Law; where he forbid the Fews, to 


if it was not -owing to any Change in the 


and wnclean: The Query is, what was it o.
